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Though Europe has been able to restore soccer for over a month now, sports for the 
most part in America have largely been on ice as we continue to deal with the seemingly 
unrelenting pandemic. However, almost all at once, some sense of normalcy has begun 
to return, as baseball, basketball, hockey, and soccer have attempted rather modified 
restarts (or beginnings) to their seasons. Since these are being conducted with no fans in 
the stands, however, it certainly has a different feel than usual. Also, the prospect of 
conducting some sports outside of a “bubble,” such as what baseball is attempting, is 
proving to be somewhat difficult, with numerous teams being shut down while their 
positive cases pass. Fortunately, spectators are allowed when it comes to medallic art, 
and this month’s upload offers some glimpses into the world of sports, like soccer and

Also occurring over the past few weeks was a rather important astronomical event—the 
visibility of the very recently discovered, long period comet designated C/2020 F3, known 
as NEOWISE. This comet, the brightest visible in the Northern Hemisphere since Hale- 
Bopp in 1997, won’t return again for another 6,000 years or so, give or take. Therefore, 
let’s hope that —if you were at all interested —you caught a glimpse of it. If not, never fear, 
as a much more frequent comet, the well-known comet named after Edmond Halley, will 
return again in 2061 or 2062. If you’re even more eager than that, a particularly 
interesting cast bronze medal from the famous Karl Goetz is also in this month’s upload... 
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Goetz designed this medal 10 years after the comet’s last passage near Earth, which —at 
the time —was 1910. Its most recent appearance to us here was 1986, and despite being 
a glorified dirty snowball, it remains a great astronomical phenomenon.
